SIGNALS FROM JUPITER 
EQUAL H-BOMB FORCE 


Powerful radio emanations from the 
planet coming from energy 
source equivalent H-bomb, are being 
received here earth—the National 
Bureau Standards has revealed. The 
location the source has been accurately 
determined longitude, but its true 
nature and that the signals remain un- 

The signals, says NBS scientist, are 
received two frequencies—one about 
megacycles, the other about 
megacycles. One odd discovery made 
the NBS laboratory Boulder, Colorado, 
that the signels are never received 
simultaneously but come 
separate 

Details Jupiter's radio emanations 
were disclosed Roger Gallet, 
NBS scientist associated with the Radio 
Propagation Physics Division Boulder. 
The signals, said, come bursts 
few seconds duration. Usually there 
series lasting several minutes, followed 
period complete silence. 

Gallet stressed the fact that most the 
radiation within narrow band width 
about 0.6 megacycles. This indicates, 
said, that may produced resonances 
inthe planet's atmosphere caused shock 
waves. this the answer, waves would 
have intensities high those the 
great San Francisco earthquake. more 
modern comparison, said that the sources 
must have energies high that 
TNT. 

The NBS observation these signals for 
almost eight years shows the sources are 
fixed longitudinally. The observations 
are precise that they have been used 
for accurate determination Jupiter's 
rotation, The rotation rate shows that 
Jupiter's day hours, minutes, 29.5 
seconds long, earth time measurements. 

The Bureau Standards research, said 
Gallet, also indicates that Jupiter 
solid hydrogen ball about 93,000 miles

There have been various other theories 
about Jupiter's composition; but the 
NBS findings are correct, this apparently 
would rule out intelligent life know 
it. However, this would not rule out other 
intelligent formsof life which had evolved 
exist under such conditions. Besides 
adjusting the low temperature and 
hydrogen atmosphere, such beings would 
accustomed the tremendous gravity 
forces this huge planet. earthling— 
without some artificial device offset 
these high forces—could not exist 
Jupiter, even conquered the temp- 
erature and atmosphere problems. 


All these factors should heighten the 
interest strange signals from Jupiter. 
They may from natural sources; most 
radio astronomers believe that the majority 
not all such emanations are natural 
origin. But this leaves completely unex- 
plained the mysterious, tremendous shock 
waves, the fixed location sources, the 
precise wavelengths, and the alternating 
periods when the signals are heard. 

there intelligence behind these 
radio emanations, does not necessarily 
prove that Jupiter inhabited, except for 
brief intervals perhaps. The terrific power 
described the Bureau Standards 
expert far more than that required for 
communication Jupiter spacecraft 
its vicinity. Signals such vast power 
and range might serve radio beacons for 
space navigators—either set poss- 
ible Jupiter race set another 
planet race—and serviced 
Unless this space radio beacon suggestion 
the answer—temporarily assuming in- 
telligent signals—then these long range 
signals could intended reach distant 
planets such the earth, attempt 
establish communication. This could mean 
the existence intelligent race 
methods, but not necessarily space 

The Jupiter report recalls similar one 
Dr. Kraus, well known Ohio State 
University radio astronomer. About four 
years ago Dr. Kraus stated had received 
type signals from Venus 
like telegraphic code. His statement was 
widely published but Dr. Kraus was later 
quoted denying that meant the 
signals were artificial.

Air Force Releases Central Intelligence Agency Report Suppressed For Five Years 


The Central Intelligence Agency, after first evading NICAP query, has officially 
denied cttempting silence Special Adviser Ralph Mayher. 

March 13, 1958, NICAP asked explanation from CIA Director Allen 
when Mr. Mayher, newsreel cameraman KYW Cleveland reported that two CIA agents 
had tried muzzle him. The agents, said Mr. Mayher, warned him not reveal that 
they had taken over UFO picture had filmed earlier.

But NICAP's request for the official report caused the hurried Air Force release 
statement—withheld for five years—by five leading scientists who had secretly investigated

The unnamed author claims that one 
three saucers seen near Dallas onthe night 
December 1957, blanked out his car 
ignition, lights and radio landed 
the road ahead him. describes the 
object thick disc about 150 feet 
diameter and about feet high the 
center. said emitted pulsating 
glow and neared it, wave heat. 

When took off, claims, the heat 
and shock its jet blast overcame him 
but before this had the impression 
telepathic message regret for the 
radiation which has now doomed him. 

The author states that doctors say 
dying from radiation poisoning, that his 
liver severely affected, that his hair 
has turned white and has cancer the 
bone. The editors TRUE FALSE say 
they checked the road, found large 
scorched area and that doctors 
and scientists authenticated the story. 


Because this story, widely accepted, 
could spread hysteria about UFOs, NICAP 
has asked the magazine for proof—on 
confidential basis which would protect the 
author's identity. 

NICAP believes the location the 
scorched road area should revealed, 


and that confidential interviews should 
permitted, either with the reported victim 
doctors who examined him.

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NEW SPUTNIK MAY CARRY MAN, 
SAY UNITED STATES SCIENTISTS 


Despite Soviet denials, several 
scientists believe there may man 
aboard Sputnik the one and half ton 
satellite launched the USSR May 15. 

Washington this possibility was put 
forth number rocket experts and 
space travel planners, including members 
the space flight symposium sponsored 
the National Academy Sciences and 
other science groups. 

The main reason for this suspicion the 
difference between the total weight the 
satellite and the weight the instruments 
which approximately 800 pounds. This 
far more weight than the satellite structure 
would normally require, the scientists 
pointed out. 

and feet inches diameter. Its total 
weight stated the Kremlin 2925 
pounds and its instruments are listed 
2133 pounds. 

Experts Washington say that the 
instruments are built miniature 
usual such satellites, their total weight 
should considerably less than 2133 
pounds. would therefore problem 
for Sputnik human passenger. 

The possibility that man aboard 
Sputnik has received indirect backing 
from Kenneth Gatland, vice chairman 
the British Interplanetary Society. Gatland 
has stated that the satellite's weight in- 
dicates that the Reds may have equipped 
with air brakes and ribbon parachutes 
that can returned safely earth. 

Radio signals from the new Soviet sat- 
ellite have been picked the United 
States and abroad, Nothing but the Morse 
code letter "L" has been recorded this 
issue goes press; but several radio 
engineers including the chief technician 
the Bonn University observatory say that 
there are probably other signals being 
transmitted other frequencies but only 
when the satellite over the Soviet Union. 
This could prevent the free world from 
securing technical information broadcast 
from Sputnik 

According Radio Moscow, the new 
satellite has equipment secure data 
the upper atmosphere, concentration 
positive intensity the earth's 
electrical and magnetic fields, cosmic 
radiation, micrometeors and temperatures 
inside and outside the satellite.

MILLIONS 
SAYS ASTRONOMER OTTO STRUVE 


The Milky Way Galaxy, which our 
solar system isan infinitesimal part, almost 
certainly contains millions planets with 
intelligent life, according Dr. Otto 
Struve, head the astronomy department 
the University California. 

Astronomer Struve amplified previous 
statement about life other worlds 
recent interview printed TIME Maga- 
zine. Struve calculates that out the 
100 billion stars the galaxy there are 
about billion slow spinning stars which 
have planets revolving about them. 

Going farther, Struve states that con- 
ditions about one-fiftieth these 
planets probably were favorable for the 
existence life some kind. Out this 
group inhabited planets, believes, 
there are between one and ten million 
which must populated intelligent 
creatures—as intelligent any earth. 

The TIME Magazine interview made 
mention UFOs and the massive evidence 
their operations our atmosphere. 
Instead, Dr. Struve was asked why none 
the more advanced races had ever 
visited the earth communicated with us. 
Possibly, said Struve, there intellig- 
ence limit that makes impossible 
overcome the tremendous distances. 

Dr. Struve also speculated that artificial 
nuclear explosions may the explanation 
supernova (exploding star) explosions 
which occur long intervals the Milky 
Way Galaxy. 

"It perfectly conceivable," told 

TIME, "that some intelligent race meddled 
once too often with nuclear laws and 
blew themselves bits."
